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We  have  recently  purchased  all  the  remaining  gold  and  silver  Celtic  coins  from  the 
Le  Catillon,  Grouville,  Jersey,  hoard. 

This  hoard  was  found  in  three  parts,  the  first  two  in  1957  and  the  last  in  1959.  In 
all  the  coins  totalled  about  2,500.  The  largest  proportion  was  the  silver  and  billon 
staters  of  the  Coriosolites  but  a  number  of  Gaulish  coins  of  other  tribes  were  also 
present  in  the  hoard  as  well  as  a  very  small  number  of  British  coins.  The  first  two 
parts  of  the  hoard  were  published  by  Dr.  Colbert  de  Beaulieu  in  Revue  Numismatique 
Beige,  CIII  (1957),  and  the  third  part  in  the  same  journal,  vol.  CV  (1959);  a  summary 
of  the  whole  being  given  by  D.  F.  Allen  in  “The  Origins  of  Coinage  in  Britain:  a 
Reappraisal”,  Occasional  Paper  No.  11,  Institute  of  Archaeology,  London. 

The  gold  stater  listed  and  illustrated  this  month  (A253)  is  of  the  Baiocasses,  who 
occupied  that  part  of  Normandy  now  known  as  the  Department  of  Calvados.  The 
stylised  head  of  Apollo  (most  Celtic  coins  are  derived  from  the  Apollo/charioteer  gold 
|taters  of  Philip  II,  king  of  Macedon)  has  a  helmeted  head  ornamented  with  strings 
f  beads  or  pearls  and  a  boar  with  tusks  and  a  curly  tail.  The  reverse  depicts  an 
almost  insect-like  charioteer  whose  long  lash  ends  in  a  “gate”  before  the  human¬ 
headed  horse.  The  boar  below  the  horse  resembles  that  on  the  obverse. 

The  Celts,  including  the  Ancient  Britons,  are  commonly  regarded  as  little  more 
than  savages  wearing  woad,  mainly  due  to  Julius  Caesar’s  description  of  them. 
Fierce  fighters  they  may  have  been,  but  they  were  also  superb  artists  and  craftsmen 
as  many  of  their  surviving  artifacts  in  gold,  silver  and  bronze  testify. 

This  is  certainly  one  of  the  best  pieces  of  Celtic  gold  ever  to  pass  through  our 
hands  and  a  fine  example  of  the  Celtic  goldsmith’s  art. 

Other  coins  from  the  hoard  may  be  seen  at  our  premises  and  will  be  listed  in 
forthcoming  issues  of  the  Bulletin.

THE  YEW  TREE  HOARD 

The  Yew  Tree  Hoard  consisted  of  99  gold  sovereigns  dated  between  1825 
and  1845,  found  a  few  inches  below  the  stone  floor  of  a  250  year-old  thatched  cottage 
in  Birdbrook,  Essex. 

The  coins  were  unearthed  when  the  owners,  whilst  excavating,  struck  a  corroded 
metal  box  revealing  the  sovereigns,  many  of  which  were  stuck  together.  They  were 
declared  ‘treasure  trove’  by  the  Essex  coroner,  who  then  decided  that  the  finders 
could  keep  them. 

The  coins  are  generally  in  extremely  fine  or  better  condition,  with  some  of  the 
pieces  showing  traces  of  staining  or  discoloration,  these  probably  having  been  on  the 
outside  of  the  container. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  were  no  sovereigns  of  Wilham  IV,  suggesting 
perhaps  that  they  were  buried  on  two  occasions  a  few  years  apart.  Also  absent  were 
the  rarer  dates  of  1828,  39,  41.

The  late  D.  F.  Allen  in  his  extensive  review  of  the  “Coins  of  the  Iceni”  in  the 
first  volume  of  Britannia,  1970,  published  a  list  of  six  coins  under  the  heading 
“Early  Face-Horse  Type”,  Mack  413a-c;  41 3e  and  412. 

Since  then  others  within  these  classes  have  been  found  in  Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 
The  most  notable  of  which  is  coin  A.  T  his  coin  bears  a  strong  resemblance  to  Allen 
no.  82. 


Coin  B  gives  us  for  the  first  time  a  very  full  obverse  die.  Having  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  size,  weight  and  design  of  these  two  coins  I  feel  that  it  is,  perhaps,  too 
early  to  place  them  with  other  coins  of  the  Iceni  though  both  were  found  within  their 
territory. 

With  the  increased  rate  at  which  Celtic  coins  are  now  being  found,  owing  to  the 
use  of  modern  methods,  it  is  becoming  clear  that  coins  from  any  one  tribe  were 
acceptable  to  others,  and  therefore  had  a  universal  usage,  not  only  those  struck  ii^ 
Britain,  but  also  those  from  the  continent  which  include  a  fair  proportion  of  Romai^l 
coins.

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PIRLIE-PIGS

Pirlie-pigs.  Half  actual  size. 

The  Scottish  name  for  a  pottery  money-box  with  a  slot  for  the  insertion  of  coins 
is  a  pirlie-pig.  There  are  about  260  hoards  listed  in  a  new  book  about  the  currency  of 
medieval  Scotland,1  but  among  them,  only  perhaps  half  a  dozen  were  contained  in 
pirlie-pigs.  The  hoards  show,  however,  that  the  money-boxes  were  not  just  children’s 
toys,  as  they  are  today :  some  had  substantial  amounts  of  money  in  them. 

It  might  be  imagined  that  after  “feeding”  the  pig  over  a  period  of  time  with  a 
sufficient  number  of  coins,  it  would  then  be  ready  to  be  “slaughtered”.  In  fact  the 
name  has  nothing  to  do  with  an  animal.  A  pig,  in  northern  English  and  Scottish 
dialects  from  about  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth  century  onwards,  is  an  earthenware 
pot  or  jar.  The  meaning  of  pirlie  or  purlie  is  less  certain.  The  earliest  use  quoted  by 
the  Scottish  National  Dictionary  is  “pirrel  pig”,  in  1679.  The  verb  to  pirl  has  a  great 
variety  of  meanings  connected  with  twisting  and  turning  movements.  SND  suggests 
that  the  idea  alluded  to  in  pirlie-pig  is  that  of  extricating  (the  coins)  by  a  series  of 
pokes  and  prods.  In  the  west  of  Scotland,  the  name  “pinner  pig”  was  sometimes  used. 

Until  about  a  hundred  years  ago,  pirlie-pigs  were  quite  a  common  object  in 
Scotland,  and  many  were  made  in  the  shape  of  a  chest-of-drawers,  or  in  the  likeness 
of  an  old  man  (Soutar  Johnny?),  or  like  a  clucking  hen  (about  to  produce  a  nest-egg?). 
They  were  generally  glazed  brown.  Others  were  modelled  to  resemble  apples  or 
oranges  and  were  coloured  appropriately. 

Aledieval  pirlie-pigs  were  plain  spherical  pottery  vessels,  usually  about  8  or  10 
centimetres  in  diameter.  The  two  examples  sketched  above  were  found  in  Perth  and 
Edinburgh  respectively.  The  former  was  picked  up  by  a  little  girl  of  five,  on  some 
soil  and  rubbish  that  had  been  dug  out  to  make  the  foundations  of  a  new  Post  Office 
in  Perth  High  Street,  and  had  been  dumped  elsewhere.  After  playing  with  the  money¬ 
box  for  a  time  she  rolled  it  against  a  stone  and  broke  it,  scattering  25  gold  coins  of  the 
sixteenth  century.  The  other,  which  was  not  reported  to  contain  any  coins,  was  also 
found  in  digging  foundations,  this  time  for  the  municipal  buildings  in  Exchange 
Square,  Edinburgh.2  Several  other  pirlie-pigs  have  been  found  in  Scotland  with 
coins  in  them,  and  it  is  only  these,  of  course,  that  can  be  accurately  dated.  1  he  Pertn 
find  was  unglazed,  while  the  Edinburgh  find  had  a  brown  glaze. 

The  former  Guildhall  Museum  had  a  good  number  of  pottery  slot  money-boxes 
found  in  London,  some  of  which  were  judged,  from  the  fabric  of  the  pottery,  to  be 
as  early  as  the  fourteenth  century.  (A  seventeenth-century  example  in  the  same  collec¬ 
tion  was  modelled  in  the  shape  and  colouring  of  a  Sussex  pig.)3 
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PIRLIi:  PIGS 


The  Scottish  finds,  where  they  can  be  dated,  are  however  mostly  from  the  six¬ 
teenth  century.  A  little  pot,  which  was  shattered  by  the  finders,  but  which  is  con¬ 
jectured  to  have  been  a  pirlie-pig,  was  found  at  St.  Andrews  in  1792,  and  another, 
dating  to  the  time  of  James  VI,  also  at  St.  Andrews  in  1909.  The  Perth  find  of  1896, 

ar?u^JLen?0n^,  was  ^atec*  a^ter  1513.  A  pirlie-pig  containing  placks,  bawbees, 
and  hardheads,  found  at  Kirkcudbright  in  1912,  was  concealed  after  1558.4  A  conical 
green-glazed  example,  apparently  without  coins,  came  from  Obbe,  on  Harris.5  More 
recently,  a  pirlie-pig  was  found  half-way  up  a  hillside  at  Balligmorie  farm  in  Ayr- 
s  irei  n3  contained  578  placks,  half-placks,  and  pennies,  and  was  concealed 

ca.  1315-20.  It  is  onion-shaped,  with  a  flat  base,  and  a  yellow-green  glaze.6 

.  There  may  be  readers  who  have  memories  or  anecdotes  about  the  use  of  pirlie- 
pigs,  and  if  so  the  writer  would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  them.— Not  so  much  about 
the  objects  themselves,  which  of  course  are  very  collectable  and  have  been  studied 
asjmch,  but  rather  about  the  circumstances  in  which  they  were  used.

Churchill  when  19  million  were  issued. — Evening  News,  9th.  Jan. 

A  Roman  coin  hoard  from  Southampton.  An  unemployed  lorry  driver  has  uncovered 
540  Roman  silver  coins  at  a  site  by  Poles  Lane,  Otterbourne,  which  are  now  in  the  hands  of 
Winchester  police.  Further  details  of  the  hoard  are  not  yet  available.

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THE  ASHANTI  WAR,  1873-74

Meanwhile,  the  Ashanti  army,  short  of  food  and  crippled  with  smallpox, 
moved  gradually  back  through  the  protectorate;  a  few  inconclusive  engage¬ 
ments  were  fought,  but  the  native  troops  did  not  yet  have  the  confidence  to 
press  home  attacks,  and  by  the  end  of  November  the  Ashantis  had  retired  in 
good  order  over  the  Pra.  Preparations  for  the  arrival  of  the  white  troops  who 
were  to  carry  the  war  into  Ashanti  territory  went  ahead.  The  first  essential 
was  the  construction  of  the  road  from  Cape  Coast  to  the  Pra  at  Prasu,  a  distance 
of  about  70  miles,  which  involved  the  clearance  of  a  12  foot  strip  of  bush,  the 
bridging  of  innumerable  streams  and  rivers  and  the  drainage  or  avoidance  of 
swamps.  Difficulties  were  increased  by  fallen  trees  and  the  steady  encroach¬ 
ment  of  bush  on  areas  already  cleared ;  the  retention  of  labour  proved  a  prob¬ 
lem,  and  in  mid-November,  there  were  only  250  labourers  instead  of  the 
1,200  required.  Matters  improved  when  Colonel  Wood  and  his  native  troops 
took  over  protection  of  the  head  of  the  road,  and  by  Christmas  day,  Prasu  had 
been  reached. 

Staging  camps  were  built  along  the  route,  each  planned  to  hold  400  Euro¬ 
pean  troops,  together  with  a  nominal  garrison  of  50.  The  distances  between 
the  first  two  camps  and  Cape  Coast  were  short,  in  order  to  accustom  the  troops 
to  the  climate.  The  camps  were  fitted  with  filters  to  provide  clean  drinking 
water  and  eight  barrack  huts  were  built  by  native  labour,  each  with  wattled 
sides  and  a  thatched  roof,  and  a  sleeping  platform  2  feet  above  ground  level 
around  the  perimeter  of  each  hut.  Smaller  huts  were  provided  for  stores  and 
ablutions;  officers  had  separate  accommodation.  The  bush  was  cleared  to  a 
distance  of  100  yards  around  each  camp,  to  allow  a  clear  field  of  fire.  Captain 
Brackenbury,  Wolseley’s  military  secretary,  noted: 

“It  may  reasonably  be  doubted  whether  troops  ever  commenced  a  march 
with  more  conforts  provided  for  them.  So  far  as  it  was  possible  to  neutralise 
the  evil  effects  of  the  detestable  climate  every  precaution  had  been  taken 
for  that  end.” 

Diet  was  equally  carefully  looked  after,  to  include  fresh,  salt  or  pressed 
meat,  vegetables,  biscuit,  tea,  sugar,  salt  and  pepper.  Lime  juice  was  issued  four 
times  a  week,  and  the  troops  started  the  day  with  cocoa,  biscuit  and  a  dose  of 
quinine. 

Full  scale  hospitals  were  established  at  Mansu  and  Akrofu;  at  other  stations 
the  best  of  the  barrack  huts  was  used  as  a  sick  bay  once  the  troops  had  moved 
up.  Further  accommodation  for  the  sick  and  wounded  was  available  at  Cape 
Coast,  and  on  board  HMS  Tamar,  Himalaya  and  Victor  Emmanuel.  Arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  to  transfer  patients  to  regular  mail  steamers  en  route  to 
Gibraltar  and  Great  Britain.  On  land,  an  elaborate  system  of  numbered 
hammocks,  each  with  a  crew  of  six  bearers,  ensured  that  the  sick  and  wounded 
were  transferred  rapidly  from  station  to  station ;  this  system  was  theoretically 
capable  of  moving  1,425  patients  a  month. 

Transport  caused  the  greatest  problems.  The  original  corps  of  native  carriers 
consisted  of  about  600  men;  about  7,000  were  needed  to  ensure  that  sufficient 
quantities  of  stores  and  ammunition  were  stockpiled  on  the  route  and  at  Prasu. 
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As  fast  as  extra  carriers  were  recruited,  they  deserted,  so  that  Wolseley  declared 
that  ‘‘handing  carriers  over  to  the  Control  Department  is  like  pouring  water 
into  a  sieve;  they  run  away  after  making  a  single  journey.”  The  difficulty  was 
that  there  was  no  regular  method  of  registration,  payment  and  feeding  of 
carriers;  the  civilian  Control  Department,  though  competent  enough  at  landing 
stores,  proved  incapable  of  organising  their  transport.  The  situation  improved 
radically  in  December,  when  Colonel  Colley  took  charge;  he  instituted  regular 
payments,  kept  the  men  in  tribal  groups  under  military  supervision  and 
recruited  additional  men  from  disaffected  areas  such  as  Elmina  as  a  condition 
of  their  submission. 

The  white  troops  arrived  during  the  first  two  weeks  in  December.  Neither 
the  road  to  the  Pra,  nor  the  forward  base  at  Prasu,  were  ready,  and  Wolseley 
ordered  the  ships  back  to  sea  until  the  end  of  the  month.  Meanwhile,  he  wrote 
and  circulated  to  the  troops  a  set  of  instructions  on  matters  of  health,  food  and 
methods  of  fighting.  This  comprehensive  document,  which  covered  every¬ 
thing  from  the  early  morning  dose  of  quinine  to  the  removal  of  patrol  jackets 
on  the  march,  was  remarkable  for  the  care  put  into  its  composition.  Wolseley 
used  his  recent  experience  of  bush  fighting  in  his  instructions  for  small  tactical 
units,  companies  being  divided  into  four  sections,  each  commanded  by  an 
officer  or  n.c.o.  He  warned  the  troops  of  the  need  to  use  the  sword  bayonets  to 
cut  through  the  bush,  and  exhorted  them  to  “aim  low;  fire  slow,  and  charge 
home.” 

“Each  solder  must  remember  that  with  his  breech-loader  he  is  equal  to  at 
least  twenty  Ashantis,  wretchedly  armed  as  they  are  with  old  flint-muskets, 
firing  slugs  or  pieces  of  stone  that  do  not  hurt  badly  at  more  than  40  or 
50  yards  range.” 

At  New  Year,  Wolseley  had  a  force  of  just  under  four  thousand:  lst/42nd, 

2nd  Rifle  Brigade,  2nd  West  India  regiment,  the  Naval  Brigade  (about  250), 
two  native  regiments  (Wood’s  and  Russell’s)  and  Rait’s  artillery,  together  with 
a  detachment  of  about  100  of  the  Royal  Welch  Fusiliers.  The  remainder  of  the 
fusiliers  were  left  in  reserve,  as  were  the  1st  West  India  regiment.  Each  soldier 
carried,  in  addition  to  his  uniform,  a  cholera  belt,  pouch  belt  with  60  rounds, 
haversack  with  water  filter  and  10  reserve  rounds,  a  water  bottle,  tinpot  on 
waistbelt,  a  bandage  and  a  clasp  knife.  The  rest  of  his  kit  was  carried  by 
bearers.  By  19th  January,  the  striking  force  had  marched  the  70  miles  to  Prasu, 
and  were  assembled  to  cross  the  river  into  Ashanti  territory. 

Wolseley’s  plan  was  for  his  expedition  to  move  directly  to  Kumasi.  Captain 
Glover  R.N.,  a  former  administrator  in  Lagos,  was  to  march  on  Kumasi  from 
the  lower  Volta,  through  eastern  Ashanti,  with  an  army  of  locally  recruited 
natives;  Captain  Dalrymple  and  Captain  Butler,  two  of  the  special  service 
officers,  were  similarly  to  march  on  Kumasi  with  native  forces,  Dalrymple  with 
Wassaws,  and  Butler  with  Akims.  It  proved  difficult  to  obtain  volunteers  for 
these  expeditions,  whose  purpose  was  to  split  the  Ashanti  defences  to  meet  four 
separate  thrusts.  Only  Glover  reached  Kumasi,  a  few  days  after  Wolseley,  and 
only  his  forces  succeeded  in  drawing  off  a  segment  of  the  Ashanti  army. 

Wolseley’s  force — about  3,500  north  of  the  Pra — marched  out  of  Prasu  on 
19th  January,  after  discussions  (which  included  a  demonstration  of  the  Gatling 
gun)  with  an  Ashanti  embassy.  Stanley  described  the  departure: 

“No  sooner  had  we  departed  from  under  the  sunlight,  which  poured  hot 
and  strong  upon  the  cleared  camp  at  Prahsu,  than  we  discovered  ourselves 
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to  be  involved  in  the  impenetrable  shade  of  cotton-woods,  teak,  and  mighty 

tamarinds,  with  the  insatiable  jungle  clustering  thickly  around  their 

girths  . . 

As  on  the  route  to  Prasu,  camps  were  constructed  at  stages,  at  each  of 
which  a  garrison  was  left  to  protect  communications  and  stores.  The  army 
reached  Fomena,  about  35  miles  short  of  Kumasi,  on  23rd  January;  the 
missionary  hostages  had  been  released  by  this  time,  and  Wolseley  continued 
exchanging  letters  with  King  Kofi  Karikari.  His  demands  included  the  freeing 
of  all  Fanti  prisoners  at  Kumasi,  the  surrender  of  hostages  for  future  Ashanti 
behaviour,  and  the  payment  of  half  the  indemnity.  The  force  remained  at 
Fomena  for  four  days,  to  give  the  Ashanti  time  to  accede  to  Wolseley's  de¬ 
mands,  but  also  to  bring  up  supplies;  two  minor  actions  were  fought,  the 
second  of  which  resulted  in  the  capture  of  53  muskets,  12  kegs  of  powder  and 
the  umbrella  of  the  veteran  Ashanti  general  Asamoa  Nkwanta.  Wolseley’s 
intelligence,  gleaned  from  a  force  of  Assin  scouts  commanded  by  Lieutenant 
Lord  Gifford,  indicated  that  the  Ashanti  would  stand  at  Amoafu,  the  next 
village  on  the  road  to  Kumasi  after  Kwaman,  which  Wolseley’s  advance 
guard  reached  on  30th  January.  Wolseley  decided  to  attack  on  31st  January; 
time  was  running  out  if  the  white  troops  were  to  return  to  the  coast  before  the 
rainy  season,  and,  despite  all  precautions,  the  army  was  already  suffering  from 
sickness. 

The  army  advanced  in  a  hollow  square,  with  a  front  of  about  600  yards 
width.  The  front  column,  commanded  by  Brigadier  Sir  Archibald  Alison, 
consisted  of  the  42nd,  and  two  7  pounder  rifled  guns  of  Rait’s  Hausa  artillery. 
On  the  left,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  McCleod,  was  half  the  Naval 
brigade  (Captain  Luxmoore  of  “Druid”  commanding).  Major  Russell’s  native 
regiment,  and  two  detachments  of  Rait’s  artillery  armed  with  rocket  troughs. 
The  right  was  commanded  by  Colonel  the  Hon.  Evelyn  Wood,  with  the  other 
half  of  the  Naval  brigade  (Captain  Grubbe  of  “Tamar”),  Wood’s  native 
regiment,  and  two  more  rocket  detachments.  Each  column  was  accompanied 
by  a  party  of  Royal  Engineers  and  their  labourers,  to  assist  in  cutting  through 
the  bush.  Sir  Garnet  Wolseley  remained  in  the  centre  of  the  square,  mounted 
on  a  cane  chair  borne  by  four  natives,  with  the  detachment  of  the  23rd  guarding 
the  bearers,  supplies  and  reserve  ammunition.  The  rear  was  held  by  the  Rifle 
Brigade. 

The  road  to  Amoafu,  after  leaving  the  village  of  Ejinasi,  dropped  and  ran 
alongside  a  stream,  crossed  the  stream,  and  rose  up  the  scarp  of  the  ridge 
ahead.  The  Ashanti  army,  in  horseshoe  formation,  occupied  the  ridge  and 
blocked  the  advance;  their  tactics  consisted  of  repeated  attempts  to  outflank 
and  surround  Wolseley’s  force.  At  about  8  a.m.,  Gifford’s  scouts  reported 
contact  with  the  Ashanti;  by  9.15  a.m.,  the  staff  were  at  Ejinasi,  and  the  42nd 
were  heavily  engaged  to  the  front,  having  advanced  through  the  village  and 
into  the  jungle,  sweeping  the  bush  with  steady  volleys.  There  was  great 
difficulty  in  actually  seeing  the  enemy,  and  as  company  after  company  plunged 
into  the  bush,  pipes  playing,  the  dangers  of  shooting  each  other  were  very 
apparent.  After  complaints  from  all  regiments  that  they  were  coming  under 
fire  from  each  other,  Wolseley  ordered  regular  regimental  bugle  calls  as  an  aid 
to  orientation.  By  11.30  a.m.,  after  an  exhausting  struggle,  and  with  the 
invaluable  help  of  Rait’s  guns,  the  42nd,  assisted  by  reserve  companies  of  the 
Rifle  Brigade  had  taken  Amoafu.  The  left  column,  which  was  similarly  hotly 
engaged,  cut  through  the  enemy  forces  and  stormed  a  low  hill  overlooking  the 
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swamp  and  the  village  of  Amoafu ;  having  lost  touch  with  the  42nd,  they  then 
proceeded  to  cut  their  way  diagonally  through  the  bush  to  rejoin  the  road 
behind  the  main  column. 

The  right  wing  failed  to  advance  because  of  particularly  dense  jungle; 
once  the  Ashanti  centre  had  given  way  under  the  assault  of  the  42nd  and  the 
artillery,  the  enemy  transferred  his  forces  to  this  side  of  the  square.  Because 
the  right  wing  was  still  so  near  the  centre  of  the  British  formation,  this  meant 
that  Wolseley,  his  staff  and  the  newspaper  correspondents  came  under  heavy 
fire: 

“.  .  .  and  as  the  village  of  Egginassie  (Ejinasi)  was  situated  on  the  slope  of 
the  long  low,  forest-clad  hill,  the  enemy  when  he  crested  it,  and  bore  down 
on  the  right  column  in  force,  visited  ourselves  with  a  hail  of  slugs,  which 
caused  the  trees  around  and  the  branches  above  us  to  shed  their  leaves  over 
us  as  thick  as  flakes  in  a  snow-storm.”  (Stanley) 

Stanley  himself  felt  obliged  to  use  a  gun: 

“Every  man  of  the  right  column  feels  that  this  is  a  critical  moment,  and  that 
he  must  roll  back  the  tide  of  attack,  or  be  driven  himself  in  hot  haste  to 
infamous  flight,  and  so  he  plies  his  faithful  Snider  with  that  nervous 
rapidity  born  of  desperate  necessity.”
